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20TH CENTURY IN CRASH. 
Train Telescopes Three Cars in Chi-| 


cago—Ten Hurt. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, IIL, Jon. 11.—The Twentieth 
Century Limited on the Lake Shore Rail- 
road came in collision with a Chicago & 
Fastern ‘fllinois train just outside the La 
— Street Station at 11:25 o'clock to- 

ay. 

Ten pérsons were injured and 115 were 
imperiled... All the injured. except one 
were on the Twentieth Century Limited, 
which telescoped three cars of the Chi- 
cago & Eastern Illinois train that had 
just disehargead its passengers and was 
backing out of the depot. 

The crash was attributed to the failure 
of the empty train to observe signals. 
The engine of the flier hit the rear coach 
with terrific force, sending it half way 
through the coach ahead and piling the 
two rear coaches on top of the car 
ahead of them. The two coaches were 
torn to pieces by the impact. 

The limited was.nearly three hours. late, 
The only person seriously injured was 
Arthur Haton, 29 years old, a porter on 
the Chicago & Eastern Illinois train, who 
sustained internal injuries. . 

Most ofthe passengers on the Twen- 
fieth Century Limited were thrown from 
their seAts to the floor of the cars. 
Among them was Miss Harriet Quimby 
of New York, the first woman to obtain 
an aviator’s license in America. x 

“I’ve never been in a real train wreck 
and I've never had a serious accident in 
my monoplane, but if it were compulsory 
for mé ‘to participate in one or the other, 
I think. I'd rather take a chance in my 
airship,” said Miss Quimby at the La 
Salle Street Station, “I must say the 
passengers. of our train behaved quite 
sanély. There wasn’t any panic, or any- 
thing lke that, but there might have 
been. We were progressing/ smoothly 
enough and just getting ready to step 
off into Chicago, when there came the 
most fearful jar. I flew out of my seat 
like @ shot and fell across the aisle into

TO PLEAD WITH WORKERS! 


But the Consolidated Shows No Alarm 
~ySaye it Wil Bar All Who 
Go Out. ~ \ 


At a meeting ‘of the “Gas Workers’ 
Union which was held last night at the 
Labor Temple in Hast Highty-sixth Street, 


o’clock this morning, the men decided to 
go out on strike. There were fifty-four 
members of the union present, and the 
motion to, strike was carried by a ma- 
jority of one. 

According to’ Robert F. Livingston of 
the Consolidated Gas Company, not one 
member of the union is employed by the 
gas company. Mr, Livingston also said: 

“Under no circumstances will any. man 
identified by the union ever be employed 
by the ‘Consolidated Gas Company. The 
determination to strike will amount to 
nothing as not any of the men are em- 
ployed by the gas company,” 

Mr. Livingston said it had been deter- 
mined by the men at the meeting to send 
delegations of three or four men to each 
of the gas plants at 5:30 o'clock this 
morning to endeavor to induce the gas 
workers’ employed to quit. work. 

The leaders of the gas. wor ’ union 
have contended that it could control 
seventy per cent. of 32,000 men employed 
by the Consolidated Gas Company and 
companies: allied with it, 

President Cortelyou of the gas company 
has insisted throughout the period of the 
threaténed strike that of the 12,000 or 
men employed, not more than 6,800 men 
could be influenced even to a.slight de- 
gree. 7 

The union has never claimed great 
strength in Brooklyn, and’ its ‘activities 
were centered upon the large plant at 
Astoria, where gas is made from oil 
largely and coal as-a gas base has been 
practically abandoned.

JouHN GrRI=R HIBBEN, Whom the 
Trustees of Princeton chose us its 
President yesterday, is not ‘a Puritan, 
a born and radical~ democrat like 
WooprRow WiLson, whom he succeeds;

AMENDING THE PEACE TREATIES. 
The amendment to the arbitration 





treaties with Great Britain and France 


proposed last August by the majority 
of the Foreign Affairs Committee 
struck out from the treaties the fol- 
lowing clause: 


It is further agreed that in cases in 
which the parties disagree as to 
whether or not a difference is subject 
to arbitration under Article I. of this 
treaty, that question. shall be sub- 
mitted to the Joint High Commission 
of Inquiry, and if all, or all but one, of 
the members of the Commission agree 
and report that such difference is 
within the scope of Article L, it shall 
be referred to arbitration in accord- 
‘ance with the provisions of this treaty. 


We have thought from the first that 


this clause left the Senate entirely free, 
“in accordance with the provisions of 


the treaty,” to decline to assent to an 


agreement to arbitrate, despite the re- 


port of the Commission of Inquiry. In 


this view we have been sustained by 
the interpretation of the treaty by Sec- 
retary of State’ Knox, who, after re- 


yiewing all the provisions bearing on 


the ‘point, says: 


If the Commission's report is that the 
difference is arbitrable, an agreement 
is made to arbitrate it, and the agree- 
ment is sent to the Senate for ap- 
proval just as if no such question had 
been raised, and the Senate deals with 
it with unimpaired powers. 


It is now proposed to declare specif- 


ically that all agreements to arbitrate 


questions. declared arbitrable by the 
High Commiggion shall be submitted 
for ratification by the Senate. 
cannot see that this seriously changes 
the treaties or reduces their force. The 
undisputed powers of the Joint High 


Commission remain and are sure to 


prove beneficent. It will still consist 
of three representatives of each. Gov- 
ernment. . Hither party can have from 
it the “impartial and conscientious in- 
vestigation’’ of any controversy that 
may arise before such controversy has 


been submitted to arbitration. Hither 


party may on request secure a year’s 


delay before the matter is referred -to 


the High Commission “in order to af- 
ford an opportunity for diplomatic dis- 
cussion and adjustment of the ques- 
tions in controversy.”

THE COURT HOUSE REPORT. 

The Court House Committee of the 
Board of Estimate have made @ be- 
wildering and . discouraging report. 
They have, as we feared, confused the 
selection of ja site for the new law 
courts with a set of plans for a new 
civic centre covering many city blocks, 
and comprehending the ultimate an- 
nexation and improvement of much ad- 
jacent territory. They urge, indeed, 
the immediate purchase of the land 
needed for thé law courts building, but 
they have planned for a site that will 
cost the city at the outset from $6,000,- 
000 to $6,500,000, and have clouded the 
important issue with much needless de- 
tail, born in the inventive brains of 
estimable architects, touching the clos- 
ing of some thoroughfares, the widen- 
ing and straightening of Centre Street, 
(which is to run through. the Court 
House basement,) and the location of 
projected parks. 

Taken as a whole, the plan is not as 
satisfying to the imagination (and. to 
the imagination it chiefly appeals) as 
that of Mr. ATTmRBURY and his asso- 
ciates, who would have built the Court 
House on Reade Street, with en ap- 
proach from Chambers, and urged the 
ultimate purchase for the county's use 
of the whole of the two valuable blocks 
bounded by Broadway, Duane Street, 
Centre and Chambers Streets. 

The four blocks bounded on the north 
by Leonard Street, on the west by 


‘| Lafayette, on the east by Baxter and 


Park Streets, and on the south by the 
cenjunction of Lafayette and Park 
Streets, on which it is now proposed to 
build the Court House, with its foun- 
dations in the old Collect Pond like 
those of the Criminal Courts, would, 
of coursé, be a perfectly desirable site, 
if all the engineering difficulties could 
be overcome, and the money for the 
purchase obtained quickly., But with 
this site the other proposed features 
of a civic centre must be accepted. 
Another huge burden of debt will be 
placed on the city. The report inevi- 
tably discourages those who were look- 
ing for a prempt and practical solution 
of an urgent problem. 





WEALTH. 

The vast wealth of SmNnrcA, exceed- 
ing that of any Roman in Rome's most 
extravagant and luxurious era, was not 
more than $12,000,000, and probably 
that estimate of his pickings and sav- 
ings was exaggerated. It was enough, 
however, to excite the envy and greed 
of Nero. All estimates of the wealth 
of Cromsus are fanciful. The “ wealth 
of the Indies” is an elusive phrase, 
signifying vast. quantities of unmined 
gold and silver, pearls in the ocean 
beds, wealth that would be valueless 
without labor to reclaim it and money 
in- hand to feed and remunerate the 
laborers. The hordes of jewels and rich 
stuffs with which the heroes of Oriental 
legends were rewarded for insignif- 
icant services never came under the 
eye of the experts and the appraisers. 
The treasure trove which enabled Hd- 
mond Dantes to punish his enemies 
and gratify his huge vanity was a mod- 
est fortune compared to the estimated 
wealth of, say, Mr. Carneam. We 
mention Mr. CARN»GIp simply because 
he has lately been talking about money 
before the Stanley Committee in Wagh- 
ington, He expressed his regret that 
he had sold his steel manufacturing 
business to the Syndicate for $420,- 
000,000, as ,he might have received 
$100,000,000 more. 

A half century. .ago the mere 
sight of such an array of figures 
preceded by a dollar mark. would 
have dazzled people's eyes and be- 
numbed ‘their minds. The vivid imag- 
ination of the*inventors of the “Arabi- 
an Nights” and the elder Dumas 
did not comprehend the possibilities of 
modern wealth,-or of wealth estimated 
in the ‘terms of modern financa The 
vaults covered by the ruins of the 
burned insurance building contained $1,- 
000,000,000 worth of securities, but the 
business: of the financial district went 
on, just the same before any of the

and sapphires of M. Mawrmrumecx’s 
Barbe Bleu were safeguarded tn im- 
pregnable chambers, like the storied 
war fund of the German Empire. Prob- 
ably the locked-up war fund is more 
or less of a myth. But the vast*twen- 
tieth century wealth, the thought of 
which causes so much discontent and 
discussion, consists largely of the esti- 
mated value of bonds afid stocks. The 
value fluctuates\. The dividends ex- 
pand or dwindle according to the con- 
dition of the market, but the money 
the securities , represent is always in 
circulation. 

So that we cannot fairly compare the 
wealth ‘of modern, financiers to the 
horded ‘stores of SENEOA and WoLsry 
and the other shrewd servitors of mon- 
archs. The dazzling figures represent 
the enormous growth of enterprise. Mr. 
CARNEG@® and his fellow-capitalists, 
who have made more of the oppor- 
tunities abounding in ‘the world of 
finance and trade than others, have 
prodigiously large holdings: But it is 
likely that they have done as much for 
the world’s benefit, in accumulating 
their estimated: fortunes, as the world 
has done for them. Of course, it is 
true that the wealth of some ‘of the 
ancients was greater in comparison 
with fortunes of this era than the fig- 
ures seem to show. A man who ac- 
‘cumulated the equivalent of $20,000 tn 
the Elizabethan era was rich, But there 
was much less to buy with one’s money, 
much less to be done with it, 
MEDICAL EXPERTS’ TESTIMONY. 

The oriticism of medical expert testi- 
mony persists. Nothing has been done 
to regulate the introduction of such 
testimony in the courts so that the 
scandals of bought and biased opin- 
ions might in future be obviated. But 
the New York Academy of Medicine 
still hopes that the Legislature may 
pass its bill, as introduced March 9, 
1909, amended in ‘1910, and re-intro- 
duced at its recent committee meeting 
for introduction at the present session. 
The nub of the bill is the requirement 
that the Supreme Court Justices shall 
designate in each judicial district at 
least 10, and not over 120, physicians 
who shall possess the minimum qual- 
ifloations, as formulated by the Acad- 
emy’s resolutions adopted on Jan. 8. 

This requirement of fitness would 
largely prevent the muddling of the 
jurors’ minds by a volume pf conflicting: 
testimony given by incompetent “ ex- 
perts.” The bill further provides that 
the designation of experts may be re- 
voked “without notice or cause shown” 
and. any vacancy may at any time be 
filled by the Justices. Moreover, the 
experts shall be subject to full ‘exam- 
ination and cross-examination like 
other witnesses.

On an occasion several years ago I was pres- 
ent when a well-known college educator read a 
paper in which ‘‘thon’’ was used several 
times in the sense defined above. The. word 
is fairly well “formed, and by analogy it fits 
in with thee, thou, this, and that. Itis easily 
managed by the tongue, and supplies a long- 
felt want.

The various 
traditions about “0, K.,’" differing sq totally 
that they appear to be certainly independent, 
agree on just one point—the assoolation of the 
phrase with Jackson. 

Most of the traditions, and the most familiar, 
do not sound like truth, but like popular 
lies, There js, however, one story that sounds 
as if it well might be true. This story, which 
one hears once in ten or twenty years, is that 
*‘ oke,”” pronounced “*O, K.,"* is a word of 
the Cherokee or some other Indian “language, 
which was spoken in Jackson’s neighborhood; 
that this word became a@ popular colloqulalism 
among the white .péople of that part of the 
United States; that Jackson brought-the word, 
and the fashion of writing it as *‘O, K.,” from 
his home, where this word and this writing 
were at that time current; and that popular 
fun and political malice took up the word 
and invented the well-known explanations 
of it. 

Can any of your readers tell me whether 
such a word- as ‘oke,’’ with the required 
meaning, exists in the Cherokee, Creek, Choo- 
tew, or any other language of that group of 
Indian tribes? If the Indian word is there,’ 
then the tradition which I have cited is by 
far the most probable ome; if no such word 
can be found, this tradition is probably moon- 
shine—es, in my judgment, gre the others.

the financial community. Echoes of the 
ainconvenience caused by the destruction 
of the Equitable Life Assurance building 
were hear}, but the actual removal of a 
large part of the securities contained in 


‘the’ vaults: of -thatbuilding helped natu- 


fally to allay such uneasiness as still 
prevailed regarding the safety. of the se- 
curities which were temporarily rendered 
inaccessible by the fire, 

Our own money market except for a 
further slight easing in ‘rates. was. in- 
active, but there was no lessening of 
the interest which thé movement in the} 
London market has beén arousing. Some- 
what higher rates for-short term loans 
than had been quoted the previous day 
were ‘sent over from London and these 
again..found -refiection in thé exchange 
market here, English discount rates 
were firm at their previous advance. The 
upturn in money rates at London since 
the beginning of the year, when an eas- 
ing in the money market had been ex- 
pected, has caused the exchanges to 
move in favor of that centre, and up to 
yesterday sterling in Berlin and Paris 
as well as here was refiecting the move- 
ment of funds to the English market. 
Exchange on Paris was somewhat lower 
yesterday, which may suggest that the 
special demand for funds in London is 
near an end although it may rather 
have been due to Paris’s own situation. 
The Cabinet crisis there may well have 
strengtliened the hold which Paris bank- 
ers have been exercising on the French 
money market, partly, it has been as- 
sumed here, because of the requirements 
in. connection with security issues floated 
in the French market which have not 
yet been taken up by investors. 

The English Bank statement yesterday 
Zhowed the repaying to the bank of a 
large amount of borrowed money, the 
loans of the bank showing a reduction 
for the week of $61,500,000. Its gold 
holdings increased by more than $8,000,- 
000. We still occupy the position of the 
cheapest international money market 
and the.continued firmness of. money. in 
London. is of particular. interest under 
the @imcumstances. Some of our bankers 
yesterday were considering the possi- 
bility’. tat”.the margin bétween interest 
— here and there might increase 
to lead to gold exports from 
Ne York. Exchange must go consid- 
erably higher, =however, before such a 
movement ‘would begin, and if it became 
imminent dt. would doubtless have easing 
effect.on the money market abroad even 
from this..side. 

An item not without interest as an in- 
dication of our own business conditions 
was the semi-annual statement of the H. 
B. Claflin Company, showing a small in- 
crease in net areeree over the corre- 
sponding’ period of @ previous year. 
There was a slight’ gain in nét by this 
company in the first six months of 1911,

St. Paul’s Dividend, 


Yesterday was the day for the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul’s executive com- 
mittee to meet. Shortly after it had-con- 
vened the report got out that several 
other Directors had been sent for, “and 
that the committee meeting had nm con-) 
tinued as a special meeting of the fulk 
board for a discussion of the company’s 
dividend policy. As the afternoon wore 
on, with no sign of the meeting's break- 
ing up, this conviction grew to a cer- 
tainty. At the end of the second: hour 
William Rockefeller ¢émerged. with a 
statement that nothing. but routine. mat- 
ters had been taken-up. “The dividend 
question did not even come up,” he said. 
“You will have to wait for Jan. 25 for 
that meeting.’”’ The St. Paul is one of the 
few roads which declares its. payments 
semi-annually, so that more than the 
usual amount of importance surrounds its 
meetings; Some time ago interests close- 
ly. connected with the road spoke ‘freely 
of the probable necessity of reducing the 
rate from 7 per cent. to.5 per cent., but in 
recent weeks there has been a disposition 
to treat the question as an open one until 
it was.seen what course the earnings 
would take. The stock has been selling 
on .@ basis which would seem to indicate 
that well-informed holders accepted the. 
reduction as a foregone conclusion. _

More Panama Ships. 

Even without the proposed postal sub- 
sidy and in contradiction of stories which 
Congress listened to gravely of organized 
opposition on the part of the transcon- 
tinental roads; the shipyards are getting 
considerable business in preparation for 
the opening of the Panama Canal. It is 
only. a month or two since the American- 
Hawatlian Company, which already has 
the largest fleet under the American flag, 
@nnounced contracts for five ships to 
run on the Panama route. These are to 
be about. 10,000 tons apiece. Dispatches 
from San Francisco tell of four 15,000- 
ton steamships to be built for the Pacific 
Mail Company, and it is declaréd that the 
company has in contemplation a $20,000,- 
000 bond issue for this purpose and for 
terminals~and incidental costs, the .ships 
being put down for $11,000,000... The 
American-Hawalian interests, whith now 
ply between New York and Pacific ports 
as well as to the Hawaiian Islands Con- 
template a tourist passenger service, but 
the stories of the Pacifie Mail plans are 
more ambitious. It is said that the four 
new ships for that line will ply between 
New York and Hong Kong, via San Fran- 
cisco and Honolulu. Meanwhile the Brit- 
ish shipping interests are busy with prep- 
arationg for the ‘canal, and thé Royal 
Mail has had representatives out on the 
Pacific. Coast studying the terminal 
problemi.

Ceder Street is very narrow, and the 
Equitable fire had not made much head- 
way before the quarters occupied by the 
American Exchange National Bank, at 
the corner’ of Cedar and Broadway be- 
came impossiblé of occupancy. The old 
offices of the Knickerbocker Trust Com- 
pany, at 66 Broadway have been vacant 
since the trust company’ moved into its 
new building, with their partitions and 
fivtures still in place, and the bank's 
employes were moved there for one day, 
as it was thought. It has been found 
necessary to prolong the bank's separa- 
tion from its own quarters, and a circular 
to that effect has been issued to its cus- 
tomers. By way of explanation, the upper 
half of the circular is given over ‘to a cut 
of the adjacent corner of the burned 
Equitable Building, with its .long. icicles 
extending from the ledge of the first 
story. The ice-incrusted street and side- 
walk, with streams from the fire hose 
fasteried to the third-story windows over 
the bank's quarters playing on the ruins 
above the Mercantile Safe Deposit vaults 
opposite, make any further explanation of 
the bank’s move unnecessary.
